|. have a place to go for as- 
sistance. 

“At the moment there’ 
are hundreds of such, 
women who must remain 
in intolerable situations 
simply because they have 
nowhere to go.” 

The aim is to establish 
temporary shelter and 
support for women and 
their children who have 
éome from violent or 
traumatic situations, 

the women in- 
volved will contribute to 
decision-making and 
general functioning of the 
house, ‘ 

The organisers expect 
it to be mutually support- 
ing, with all concerned 
‘benefiting from sharing 
knowledge and experi- 
ence. 

Ms Dodd said the clinic 
had a number of cases 
each -week, involving 
women aged from: 16 to 
60 years and similar wel- 
fare organisations in the 
area had reported similar 
figures.
